Auto workers protest budget cuts

More than 50 Romulus em- 
ployees of the United Auto 
Workers Local 6000 gathered 
Feb. 21 for a peaceful protest 
against the budget cuts prop- 
osed by Gov. John Engler. 

Thousands of state em- 
ployees were conducting in- 
formational pickets across 
Michigan in an effort to ham- 
mer out what effects would 
take place as a result of the 
proposed 9.2-percent across- 
the-board cuts in state ser- 
vices. Wayne resident Kathy 
Beeny, who is also an em- 
ployee of the UAW Local 6000, 
was chairwoman. 

“What we support are the 
many Michigan residents 
who will lose vital services as 
a result of these cuts,” Beeny 
said. “The cuts will mean 
hardships for a number of 
people including the elderly, 
poor and children in 
Michigan.” 

The protestors held signs 
asking “how many abused 
children will it take to keep 
the budget balanced?” and 
stating “Michigan is in a state 
of chaos.” 


Romulus resident Elaine 
McLarene was one of the pro- 
testors who wanted jobs back 
for the workers. 

“I’m fighting to keep jobs 
and keep the benefits for the 
children and the elderly,” 
McLarene said. 

Romulus resident Cythia 
Doscete was also in favor of 
keeping her job as well as 
having Engler recalled. 

The 9.2 percent cuts were 
implemented by Engler after 
the Legislature vetoed his 
proposed budget plan for the 
state. The proposed cuts in- 
clude: 

• Elimination of inspectors 
for licensed day-care centers, 
leaving thousands of children 
at risk and making Michigan 
the only state in the nation to 
ignore essential health and 
safety needs for children in 
day care facilities, according 
to the protestors. 

• Severe cuts in department 
of mental health budgets, re- 
sulting in the closing of three 
critically needed mental 
health hospitals and care faci- 
lities and displacing hundreds 
of patients, according to UAW 
Local 6000 officials. 

• Reductions in benefits 


paid to general assistance 
and Aid to Dependent Chil- 
dren recipients statewide, 
pushing many people into the 
streets, UAW Local 6000 offi- 
cials said. 

“A lot of people are going to 
be hungry,” Romulus resi- 
dent Darr Babcock said. “The 
elderly and the children are 
especially going to suffer.” 

The protestors chanted “re- 
call Engler, no more cuts.” 

About $530 million in reduc- 
tions were approved by the 
Legislature in December. 
Budget Bill SB 827 imposes a 
9.2 percent cut on most of the 
major state departments, but 
holds harmless public schools 
K-12 and reduces funding for 
colleges and universities by 
only 1 percent, according to 
Michigan League for Human 
Services officials. 

“The administration is 
seeking solutions which will 
result in a permanent down- 
sizing of state government, 
despite data which suggests 
that state government has 
been reduced significantly 
over the past decade, particu- 
larly in the human services 
department,” MLHS officials 
said. 


The data is as follows, 
according to MLHS: 

• Over the last decade, the 
state budget has not in- 
creased beyond the rate of in- 
flation. 

• State employment in ail 
state departments, excluding 
the department of correc- 
tions, dropped nearly 25 per- 
cent from 1979-1980 to 1988- 
1989. 

• Forty percent of the state 
classified employees provide 
services to low-income fami- 
lies and children, mentally ill 
people and other vulnerable 
citizens in the departments of 
social services, mental health 
and public health. 

• Layoffs more than dou- 
bled during 1988-1989 to 515 
statewide. Of the 515 layoffs, 
254 were because of a reduc- 
tion in the permanent work 
force. Sixty-eight percent of 
the reduction in force layoffs 
occurred in the Department 
of Mental Health. 

The Romulus protest lasted 
for about an hour with area 
UAW employees from Belle- 
ville, Canton, Inkster and 
Wayne joining to offer sup- 
port. 


Councilmen set 
public hearing

A March 11 public hearing 
before Romulus councilmem- 
bers has been set for Plymouth 
resident Randall Emerick. 

Emerick came to the reg- 
ularly scheduled council meet- 
ing on Monday to request from 
councilmembers a permit for a 
sand-removal project within 
the city. 

Emerick said he would like to 
restore the property at 35196 
Eureka Road from sand to 
fresh soil. 

According to Emerick, this 
project would allow for drain- 
age and seed. 

But councilmembers had a 
few concerns Monday about 
how Emerick would remove 
the sand. 

They wanted to know 
whether the project would be 
regulated according to en- 
gineering standards. 

Also chief among their con- 
cerns were: 

• How much sand was going 
to be used? 

• How was this project going 
to be handled? 

• Was the project going to be 
handled in accordance with 
city codes and ordinances? 

• Who would do the work on 
the project? 

Councilman Noah P. Berger- 
on specifically wanted to know 
how much sand was going to be 
removed and who would be rep- 
resenting Emerick at the pub- 
lic hearing. 

“From an official standpoint 
and to satisfy our concerns 
from an engineering point, who 
will be here to represent you at 
the public hearing?” Bergeron 
said. 

Emerick told councilmem- 
bers he would have an engineer 
draw up plans for the project to 
be presented at the public hear- 
ing. 

He also said about 40,000 
yards of sand would be re- 
moved, and the fill for the prop- 
erty would come from the air- 
port. 

“Depending on the weather, 
I don’t think this project will 
take more than six months,” 
Emerick said. 

Councilman Jimmie Rasp- 
berry was concerned about the 
weight of the trucks hauling the 
sand and dirt on the roads. 

“I’d like for engineers to 
monitor it on a daily basis on 
the expense of the petitioner,” 
Raspberry said.

“Our engineers should lay 
out other guidelines. It’s not 
that we are trying to hurt the 
small business man, but we are 
going to be left with the rest of 
this. 

“It’s beneficial for the next 
person that buys the property 
that they can develop the 
land.” 

Detroit Metropolitan Airport 
officials expressed an interest 
in buying the property on Eure- 
ka. according to Emerick. 

Councilman Ellis Penning- 
ton was against any sand being 
taken from the property. 

“The reason is we have had 
people take sand out of the area 
and filled it with garbage and 
rubbish,” Pennington said. 

Emerick said the job has 
already been paid for, and 
Wayne County officials have 
already inspected the sand to 
see if there are any contami- 
nants. 

If Emerick receives a permit 
to remove the sand, the follow- 
ing will take place: 

• Remove sand from the 
property and refill with clean 
natural earth. 

• Groundwater being 
pumped out will go to a ditch in 
front of the property to keep 
water from running back in. 

• Roads used for ingress and 
egress of the property will 
mainly be Eureka Road east to 
Airport and west Interstate-275 
north or south. 

• The type of trucks used will 
be four- and five-axle semi- 
dumps and gravel trains. 


Chamber members 
adopt amendment

Romulus Chamber of Com- 
merce board members recent- 
ly adopted an amendment to 
the chamber by-laws in regard 
to terms of office. 

The amendment states the 
director of the Romulus Cham- 
ber will serve a three-year 
term. At the end of the term, he 
or she can seek re-election. 

“There is no limit on the 
number of consecutive terms 
they can serve,” the amend- 
ment states. “Elections will be 
held annually to replace direc- 
tors whose term of office are 
expiring.” 

The number of expiring 
terms annually will be in rota- 


tion of 5, 5 and 6. Once elected, 
the individual, along with the 
other members, will elect a 
president, vice president, vice 
president elect or vice presi- 
dents, a secretary and a 
treasurer. 

“They shall submit in writ- 
ing, at the annual meeting a full 
report of the work and finances 
of the chamber,” the amend- 
ment states. “The board shall 
have the power to fill all vacan- 
cies of the board for the unex- 
pired term.” 

Previously the by-laws 
stated a member could not 
serve as a director for more 
than two consecutive three- 
year terms. Thev had to wait a 
year to seek election back on 
the board. 
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The City of Romulus w ill now' 
be reimbursed for expendi- 
tures made by the city in re- 
sponding to motor vehicle 
crashes and/or making arrests 
involving drivers who drink 
and drive or are under the in- 
fluence of a controlled subst- 
ance. 

Councilmembers adopted 
Feb. 25 an amendment to Chap 
ter 35 of the Romulus Code of 
Ordinances by implementing 
the section on restitution by im- 
paired drivers. 

The purpose for the amend- 
ment is due to a large number 
of vehicle crashes and arrests 
within the city involving indi- 
viduals under the influence of 
liquor or a controlled subst- 
ance, according to coun- 
cilmembers 

“In such motor vehicle 
crashes, there exists a greater 
likelihood of personal injury 


and property damage,” 
according to a press release 
from the council. “As a result 
of these incidents, a greater 
financial burden is placed on 
the resources of the city and its 
police, fire and public service 
and rescue resources by per- 
sons who are operating a vehi- 
cle w hile under the influence of 
intoxicating liquor or a control- 
led substance.” 

Emergency response will in- 
clude: 

• Providing and/or utilizing 
public services including 
police, fire, rescue and public 
works services at the scene or 
as a result of a motor vehicle 
crash w here one or more of the 
drivers was operating while 
under the influence of intox- 
icating liquor and/or control- 
led substance or while im- 
paired. 

• The effecting of a traffic 


arrests 

stop and physical, custodial 
arrest by a police officer when 
the arrested person was oper- 
ating a motor vehicle while 
under the influence of intox- 
icating liquor and/or control- 
led substancets) or while im- 
paired. 

Expense of emergency re- 
sponse will include: 

• The cost connected with the 
provision and administration 
of a breathalyzer examination 
and blood tests and any video 
taping of the driver, if applic- 
able, such costs to be set by a 
council resolution 

• Should the court order, as 
part of the criminal sanctions 
imposed, any period of incar- 
ceration, the costs assessed to 
the city for the housing, care, 
feeding, security and ail other 
requirements necessitated by 
the incarceration 
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Lawsuit filed on 
behalf of children 

The largest child-advocacy 
organization, foster care and 
adoption-advocacy group in 
the state have combined 
forces to file a class-action 
suit against the Michigan De- 
partment of Social Services to 
block rate cuts in the child 
welfare program.

County homeless center 
set for March opening

The Wayne County Homeless 
Center will open within the next 
month. 

The original plan was to open 
the center by March 1, but that 
date had to be pushed back, 
while the construction phase 
was completed, according to 
planners. 

“At our next meeting, we re 
hoping the county will have set 
a date for the official opening,” 
said Joe Benyo, Westland City 
Council liaison and member of 
the Homeless Advisory Com- 
mittee. 

Committee members will 
meet March 20. 

Center officials are still 
working to smooth out some of 
the ruffles.

has been formalized. 

Another issue still unre- 
solved is who will be attending 
the opening day festivities. 
Wayne County officials are 
hoping Jack Kemp, the secret- 
ary of the U S. Housing and 
Urban Development Depart- 
ment, will be able to attend. 

The biggest grant received 
for the construction of the cen- 
ter was awarded by the Hous- 
ing and Urban Development 
Department.

The Family Center will pro- 
vide a living area for each 
family. There will be a com- 
munity kitchen, play room and 
bathroom. Each family will 
have their own bedroom 

Most of the interior construc- 
tion has been completed, 
according to Benyo. The center 
is located in an already ex- 
isting building on the Eloise 
property near the intersection 
of Michigan Avenue and Henry 
Ruff Road. 

To take away the harsh 
appearance, architects de- 
signed the exterior to give it a 
more “homey look.” 

The exterior is still under 
construction and furnishings 
have yet to be moved into the 
center, Benyo said.

Youngters wait 
for dad’s return 
from Persian Gulf

More than four months ago, 
A. J. Gauetta, 3, watched a big 
jet take off into the sky, car- 
rying his father to Saudi 
Arabia. 

Now A.J. and his 14-month- 
old sister, Holly, wait day after 
day for another big jet to bring 
their father home. And when 
Joseph Gauetta comes home, 
A.J. will introduce him to his 
new little brother, Zachary, 
who is 3 weeks old. 

But for now, A.J.’s mom, 
Lisa, and his grandmother, 
Nancy, still wait for Joe’s 
homecoming. 

“He’s very very attached to 
his daddy. He misses his daddy 
so much,” said Nancy Gauetta. 

Joe, 28, joined the Air Force 
after he graduated from 
Wayne Memorial High School 
in 1980. 

After serving four years, he 
re-enlisted as a reserve. And on 
Oct. 6, he was called to duty, 
leaving behind his job as a 
machine repairman at Van 
Dresser, and more importantly 
his family. 

For Joe’s family, the hardest 
part of being apart is not know- 
ing when he will come home. 
He was already supposed to 
come home two times, but each 
time his stay was extended. 

“He was supposed to come 
home Jan. 1, and then it was 
extended to April 1 The day I 
got my phone call telling me his 
stay was extended again to 
next October, I just broke down 
and cried,” Lisa said 

The phone call couldn’t have 
come at a worse time, just 
three days before Lisa was ex- 
pected to deliver their third 
child.

“He knows his daddy is a sol- 
dier and that soldiers shoot the 
bad guys.

How long has it been since 
you’ve seen gasoline prices 
lower than $1 per gallon?

AN INFANT'S VISION 

How well docs your baby see? Often a young 
mother will wonder how well her baby can see. Does 
the baby recognize you by seeing your face or by the 
sound of your voice? 

At birth the eye is still developing, and is only about two-thirds the size of 
the adult eye. The retina is immature, and a newborn's visual acuity is only 
about 20/800. good enough to see the outlines of objects but no details. 
VN ithin the first month of life the infant should be able to fix their vision on an 
object and follow it as it moves. 

Measuring vision in a baby is difficult because of lack of cooperation and in- 
ability of the infant to verbalize their visual perception, and generally, an in- 
fant s vision cannot be measured precisely. 

Most methods of measuring an infant's vision use techniques to attract 
their visual attention to smaller and smaller patterns, until the pattern is so 
fine they don't perceive it. These tests indicate that a child experiences a 
rapid improvement in vision during the first year of life. Within the first few 
months of life your baby can recognize you. and sometime around the age of 
one year the child should be able to sec about 20/100, good enough to dif- 
ferentiate small objects. 

Signs indicating possible eye diseases in an infant include crossing or other 
misalignment of the eyes, whiteness or other discoloration of the pupil, con- 
tinuous jerking movements of the eyes, or inability to fix vision on an object.

The additional costs of 
fringe benefits where applicable, and the consideration of what is com- 
puted in the “base” amount needs to be brought into the total cost 
considerations; (4) State law regarding compensation commissions is less 
responsive to the public in my opinion. Consideration of this method as 
a tool for future use could cause a loss of local control and local 
accountability: [and] (5) Neither the committee or the Board wish to make 
a “political statement” with this report. I believe it is our mutual desire 
to adequately address the salaries of all union and salaried employees. We 
look for accountable public service. For these reasons, which are state on 
the record. I gratefully acknowledge the service provided by all the 
committee members and request the report be received and filed, that no 
implementation of the recommendations occur at this time based on fiscal 
constraints, and that the above considerations be part of any future review 
of the recommendations. Carried.

Maybe we 
should have 
taken the 
nickel? 

It is time for second thoughts. 

In November Michigan voters narrowly elected John 
Engler governor. The overwhelming majority of voters 
would say they put the Republican in office because he 
promised to reduce property taxes in a state where such 
taxes soar above the national average. 

The then-incumbent, James Blanchard, promised “a 
nickel” back for every homeowner, according to his chal- 
lenger’s advertisements. 

Now that the great Engler tax plan has been unveiled, 
voters are beginning to wonder if the nickel would have 
been the better bet. 

After a round of budget cuts in critical “people” depart- 
ments in the state which drew angry protesters to Lans- 
ing, the governor gave in and reinstated jobs and prog- 
rams. 

Now he is being criticized for his property-tax plan 
which does not appear to hold up “his end of the bargain.” 

The majority of Michigan voters cannot “take back” 
their vote in exchange for the “nickel”, but we can only 
hope that the representatives we have elected to the state 
Legislature can sort out the weeds in this “over- 
dramatized” plan of Engler’s. 

State leader avoids 
the critical issue 

When state Superintendent Gary Hawks visited the 
Wayne-Westland school district Tuesday we waited anx- 
iously, perched on the edge of our seats, for some word 
about what he would do to help solve the worsening finan- 
cial situation in the district. 

He met with school leaders, community leaders and 
business leaders. 

He urged them all to support the March 13 bid for a 
7.75-mill increase. He suggested the importance of a good 
school system and how if the miUage fails, the Wayne- 
Westland district will fail as well. 

Never, however, did he suggest that the state was par- 
tially to blame for the plight of Wayne-Westland and other 
in-formula districts throughout the state. Never did he 
offer suggestions of what he might do to improve the 
situation. 

Sure, voters in this district should support the millage. 

Students should not have to suffer like they are now, 
and homeowners should not stand by as their property 
values take a nose dive. 

The real problem, however, lies with the state. Schools 
in the state of Michigan are not funded in an equitable 
manner. There are rich districts and poor districts and 
the scale never seems to even out. 

The scales will not balance until legislators and Mr. 
Hawks work to find a solution to a problem which will 
cause great distress to the future of this state. 

Voters can vote for millage after millage, but the ques- 
tion of state funding for education will not go away. 

It would have been the responsible thing to do Mr. 
Hawks to address the issue of what you will do for Wayne- 
Westland, along with what we should do for Wayne- 
Westland. 

Afterall, we look to you for guidance in this area. 
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Public support 
is critical 

It is a fact that public finan- 
cial support is critical in the 
choice of programs which 
schools can offer. Therefore, a 
school board should promote 
the involvement of parents in 
the educational process. This 
should occur throughout the 
school year and not merely 
when it is time to vote for school 
referendums and other school 
issues. Additionally, with the 
present trends of school reform 
sweeping the nation, the 90s 
already promise to allow pa- 
rents a choice in determining 
which public school their child 
will attend, even if the school of 
choice, is in a different neigh- 
borhood, from where they live. 
This connotes a need for 
teachers, counselors and other 
staff to ‘market” the neighbor- 
hood school where one is 
working. 

The above opening state- 
ments imply a need to develop 
good programs not only for the 
children, but also for the adults 
of the community so as to de- 
velop the school attendance 
area into a true community of 
learners. It is a strong implica- 
tion that the school building it- 
self, must house services of 
some kind to all the people in the 
community. It is known that 
people who benefit from a prog- 
ram will be the first to support

the school, both verbally and 
financially. 

Developing a community of 
learners, however, is a long pro- 
cess requiring the commitment 
of the school board, the princip- 
al and the entire teaching, 
custodial and administrative 
staff. Critical to this challenge it 
the realization that the quality 
of the programs offered the stu- 
dents cannot be compromised, 
i.e., additional programs 
geared toward the adults cannot 
be bought at the expense of the 
students. Within this criteria, I 
suggest the following for involv- 
ing parents. 

My main premise is that we 
must focus on developing an 
attitude which connotes a sense 
of ownership of the school. Peo- 
ple must realize that a public 
school belongs to all the people 
who live in the community even 
those without school-age chil- 
dren. (The results of the school’s 
programs affect not only the im- 
mediate neighborhood, but also 
the world. ) Development of such 
an ownership attitude can begin 
by surveying the people of the 
school attendance area to pro- 
vide an opportunity for input as 
well as to provide some direc- 
tion to the school board for plan- 
ning purposes. A simple survey 
might focus on four general 
themes: 1. What is the school 


doing well that should be con- 
tinued? 2. What should the 
school discontinue? 3. What im- 
provement is needed? 4 What is 
the school doing that doesn’t 
make a positive difference? 
Feedback from a survey would 
indicate the next step needed. 

I think that all staff members 
should complete the survey to 
provide some insight of the re- 
sponsibilities of each staff mem- 
ber to inform parents about the 
school. I believe that the counse- 
lor’s role in such an endeavor is 
the same as the rest of the staff - 
to help the people have a know- 
ledge base of the school’s prog- 
rams, including the counseling 
program, in order to help them 
develop an “ownership” atti- 
tude. 

Vote yes on the school millage 
March 13, 1991.

Business women 
express concern 

At the February meeting of 
the Westland Business and Pro- 
fessional Women, the following 
concern was brought to our 
attention by Wayne County 
Commissioner Kay Beard. 

The federal government, 
through the Health Care 
Financing Administration, has 
instructed Blue Cross and Blue 
Shield of Michigan and other 
Medicare contractors to plan a 


slowdown in the volume of Med- 
icare claims processed. 

It is our feeling that this ac- 
tion will result in a substantial 
claims backlog, significantly 
slower processing time, and a 
backlog of inquiries, explana- 
tion of Medicare benefits and re- 
views and hearings. 

It is also our concern that 
senior citizens, both male and 
female, and women who are 
single parents will be forced to 
pay for services in advance, 
with no assurance of prompt 
reimbursement. 

We strongly urge you to take 
whatever steps necessary to 
have President Bush and Con- 
gress order the Office of Man- 
agement and Budget to im- 
mediately release the $131 mil- 
lion that is already appropri- 
ated.
